INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


LIEUTENANT CuMMINGS, with Company C, 3d Cav- 
u'ry, attacked a small Indian camp on Feb. 23d. 
The Indians fled through the ravines, leaving several 
ponies and ali their property. Lieutenant Cummings 
captured a large herd of sheep, a small number of cat- 
tle, sixteen ponies and a quantity of Indian robes and 
blankets. After the soldiers had gone into camp at 
night the Indians returned and made an attack, which 
was promptly repulsed. One Indian was killed. 
None of tie whites were injured. Indian signal fires 
are seen in all directions. The command is moving 
southward to meet a supply of rations which had been 
sent from Deadwood, D.T. The other two com- 
panies, ordered from Camp Robinson, have not yet 
arrived. 

A despatch from the commanding officer at the 
Cheyenne agency, received at General Sheridan’s head- 
quarters, on the morning of Feb. 27, says 229 Sionx 
Indians arrived there Feb. 26, from the hostile camp 
on the Tongue River, surrendering their arms and 
three hundred ponies. 

An effort is being made by officers detailed by Gen. 
Crook to get the truth as to Indian losses during the

POST CHAPLAIN U. 


Tne Reverend Alexander McLeod, post chaplain U. 
8. A., died at Meadville, Pa., Feb. 9, 1877, aged 
seventy-seven years. His history was quite an eventful 
one, and embraces the experience of two of the learned 

rofessions—medicine and theol Dr. McLeod was 
Conn in Canada in 1799, ani was educated in New York 
under the supervision of his uncle, a prominent clergy- 
man of that city. In 1817 he entered the University 
of Pennsylvania, and when in the third year of his 
course, accepted an appointment as surgeon of an East 
Indiaman, sailing from Philadelphia. In this vessel 
he made a partial tour round the world. While de- 
tained for a considerable time in London, he atiended 
the clinics and witnessed the operations of Sir Astley 
Cooper, Key, Abernethy, Brodie, Travers, and otber 
distingui-hed surgeons. His vessel touched at St. 
Helena about the time of Napoleon’s decease, and 
through the kindness of the medical officer on duty, 
Dr. McLeod was permitted to be present at the post- 
mortem. Upon his return to the United States Dr. 
McLeod resided and practised his profession at Puillips- 
burgh, Lewistown, and finally settled at Meadville in 
1833. Here he suffered much domestic bereavement, 
and turned his attention to the ministry. After much 
study under the auspices of the late Bishop McIlvaine 
of Ohio, he was admitted to orders. He had charge 
of several parishes in Louisiana and Mississippi, 
respectively. While living in Maryland at the open- 
ing of the war he was appointed chuplain of the 84th 
Pennsylvania Volunteers and served with that regi- 
ment in the Shenandoah Valley until in July, 1862, he 
was appointed an hospital cvaplain U. 8. V., and 
served faithfully uutil the close of the war in Pbila- 
delphia, and afterwards at Wilmington, Del. In 
August, 1866, he was commissioned post chaplain in 
the Army, and has since served at various posts, and 
while under orders for Salt Lake recently, he was 
placed on sick Jeave. Chaplain McLeod leaves a large 
cirele of friends to regret his loss

Many beautiful 
Greek women are to be seen in Constantinople; also 
charming French ones. Poor beef is in abundance, 
but this loss is compensated by as plentiful a supply 
of excellent mutton, with delicious oranges and other 
fruits, The above is gathered from a correspondent 
in the East. On this side there are rumors of a 
change in the headquarters of the European Station, 
and that it is in contemplation to abandon Nice, 
which possesses such charms, and take up Lisbon. 
The latter was fora long time the headquarters of 
the station, and possesses facilities superior to any 
other port within the limits of this command.

THE suspension of Captain Bancroft Gherardi, of 
the Navy, has been removed. It will be remembered 
that he was tried, and convicted of inflicting illegal 
punishments—not harsh or severe ones—but such ag 
were not al!owed by the articles for the government 
of the Navy. Captain Guerardi, it appears, over- 
stepped the limits of law, and directly, or indirectly, 
administered a gentle flogging (not with the ancient 
and historic cat-o’-nine tails), to some unruly urchins 
among the crew of the vessel under his command, 
for which he in turn was punished by suspension, 
There are doubtless many officers in the Navy who 
feel that, if they could give these incorrigible youths, 
whom they do not like to subject to the same pun- 
ishment as men, u wholesome chastisement with a 
birch or other harmless correction, the discipline of 
our ships would be improved. 

THE death of Rear Admiral Davis creates a va- 
cancy at one of the most important, and at the same 
time pleasant, of our shore stations—the superin- 
tendency of the Naval Observatory. The friends *of 
Professor H. 8S. Newcomb, one ot the most accom- 
plished and experienced of the Corps of Professors of 
Mathematics, have been urging his detail for the 
position, for which he is eminently qualified. It is 
held, however, that the position is one to which some 
prominent officer of the line should be assigned, and 
Rear Admiral John Rodgers, at present in command 
of the Mare Island Navy-yard, bus, as already stated, 
been offered it, and will accept. Rear Admiral Wm. 
E. LeRoy is to relieve Rear Admiral Rodgers at Mare 
Island. 

On the 10th of April next, the four years’ term of 
Capt. Wm. N. Jeffers, as Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, expires, and even at this early day conjectures 
as to his probable successor, should he be not re-ap- 
pointed, are afloat. The recent detachment of Capt. 
Edward Simpson from the command of the Omaha, 
with orders to return home, is remarked on as hav- 
ing some connection with the prospective vacancy 
in the position of Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance.

In a professional career of nearly fifty-four years, he 
filled mavy positions of honor and responsibility, and 
his last service was that of Superintendent of the Na- 
tional Observatory, for which he was eminently fitted 
by his scientific training and acquirements. In his 
decease the Service has lost a gallant officer, a distin- 

ished commander, and an educated and accom- 
plished gentleman. 

His funeral will take place at St. John’s Church in 
this city, on Tuesday morning, the 20th inst., at 11 
o'clock, and his body will be taken to Cambridge, 
Mass., for interment.

Rear Admiral Louis M. Goldsborough departed this 
life in this city on the morning of the 20th instant— 
the sixth of his high rank in the Navy who has died 
within the period of little more than a month. 

This accomplished officer entered the Navy as a 
Midshipman June 18, 1812, and had a record of honor- 
able service covering a period of over sixty-five years. 
He served with distinction in the Mediterranean in 
1827; commanded a company of volunteers, co-operat- 
ing with the Army ino the Florida war ; took a promi- 
nent part in the war with Mexico, and was subsequently 
selected for the responsible post of Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy. On the 1ith of July, 1862, he 
was voted the thanks of Congress for distinguished 
services at Roanoke Island, and received his promotion 
to the rank of Rear Admiral on the 16th of the same 
month. His later services were as Commander-in-Chief 
of the European Station and Commandant of the Navy 
Yard at Washington. 

No officer in our Navy had a more varied experience 
than Admiral Goldsborough. Possessed of a high 
order of intelligence and a thorough education, he was 
devoted to the Service—which he adorned by his varied 
accomplishments as well as by his personal gallantry 
and professional skill. 

His funeral will take place at the Church of the As- 
cension in Washington at noon on the 22d instant, 
which the officers of the Navy and of the Marine Corps 
are requested to attend in undress uniform, as best 
suited to the present season.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


THE naval appropriation bill, as it passed the House 
Feb. 15, provides for the pay roll of the Navy with 
7,500 men, $6,250,000; for the Bureau of .Navigation, 
$207,800; Ordnance, $217,500; Equipment and Re- 
cruiting, $740,000; Yards and Docks, '$512,978;:Medi- 
cine and Surgery, $80,000; Provisions and Clothing, 
$990,000; Steam Engineering, $800,000; Naval .Aca- 
demy, $190,096.40; Marine Corps, $829,158; contin- 
gent expenses Navy Department, $80,000; for civil 
establishment of Navy-yards, $85,000. 1n all , $10,982, - 
527.40. The following general legislation is inserted 
in the bill: 

Frovided, be furnished under 

this or auy other section of thie act sball discriminate againat OF 
in favor of the production of any State or section of the Union. 
That cadet midshipmen, during such pertod of their course of 
instruction as they shall be at sea in other than practice oe. 
shall each receive as annual pay not exceeding $950. « The bill 
as it passed the House, provides for the naval commission of 
nine members. This section has been stricken out by the Senate, 
and the bill is now in Conference Committee. 
The deficiency bill, which passed the House Feb. 1 
(calendar day Feb. 9), appropriates for the pay of the 
Navy for the fiscal year 1877, $500,000, and provides 
‘that the accounting officers of the Treasury be, and 
they are hereby, authorized and directed to adjist and 
settle the accounts of the officers of the Navy on the 
active list whose pay has been affected by the general 
order of the Secretary of the Navy, numbered 216, 
since the first day of September, 1876, on the basis’ of 
wailing-orders pay; and such sum as may be necessary 
to make up the difference between the furlough’ and 
waiting-orders pay of such officers is hereby appro- 
priated for that purpose, out of any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated.” 
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THE NEW NAVY REGULATIONS. 


THE book of navy regulations, or ‘‘ Blue Book,” 
which is now being distributed, is a neat octavo 
volume of 300 pages, including index, bound in blue 
muslin, with an impression in gold of the Navy De- 
partment seal on the outside of the front cover. It 
includes rere chapters and an peony 
embracing the articles for the governmentof the Navy, 
regulations for preventing collisions, uniform regula- 
tions, forms for returns and reports to‘be made, anda 
complete analytical index. The chapters are divided 
into sections and paragraphs, not, however, consecu- 
tively numbered through the whole body of the work 
as was the case in the old blue book. The index is 
neat, concise and compact, well arranged and appa- 
rently complete. Altogether, the oublication is a great 
improvement on its predecessors of 1865 and 1870, and 
if its matter is satisfactory to all concerned, a great 
desideratum bas been supplied. ad 
We believe these regulations were first put into 
shape by the board of which Commodore J. W. A. 
Nicholson was president; were then submitted to the 
Bureau of Detail, and to the late Rear-Admiral 
Pennock, reviewed by the Secretary, and finally 
placed in the hands of Commodore Wyman for proper 
arrangement, classification, and indexing. The com- 
modore also superintended the printing. There has 
been some dissatisfaction manifested among the stuft 
that they were not fully consulted in the p tion 
of these regulations. It is claimed, however, they 
are not, in reality, new regulations, but a 1evision—of 
those of 1870 in so much as to throw out obsolete 
matter, and insert pertinent circulars and general 
orders issued and laws passed since that date. com- 
parison of the two books will show how far radical 
changes have been made. Such as there are, will be 
soon enough seen by those particularly interested, and 
personally or officially concerned, and quickly:brought 
to notice. 
The prefatory order promulgating the regulations, is 
signed ve Secretary Robeson and dated August 7, 1876. 
It states in balf a aozen lines that the regulations are 
established with the approval of the President, and 
that all circulars on instructions from any of the 
bureaus of the Department, nut in contravention with 
them, are to be considered as still in force. ~U; the 
fly leaf is also printed, section 1547 of the Revised 
Statutes, as follows: ‘‘The orders, by rrr end 
instructions issued by the Secretary of the Navy prior 
to July 14, 1862, with such alterations as he may have 
since adopted, with the approval of the ‘President, 
shal! be recognized as the regulations of the Navy, 
subject to alterations adopted in the same manner. 
This section is the basis of these ons.» What 
extent of change is covered by the term alterations we 
do not undertake to say. It is certain that ne régula- 
tion of the Navy in contravention ef law, can be valid, 
although it be promulgated by tbe Secretary of the 
Navy, with the approval of the President, under the 
authority contained in the section cited. ‘This was 
settled, as far as it could be, by an opinion of Attorney- 
General Hoar, given March 31, 1869,' which ‘was to'the 
effect that the General Orders of August 31, 1846, and 
May 27, 1847, regarding relative rank,-which certain 
acts had given the force and effect.of law, could not 
be ‘‘altered” by the regulations of 1863, alth tise 
latter were based on section 5 of the act of July 14, 
1862, which ie the foundation of Revised Statute 1547.

tions has been carefully drawn up, and we presume 
such is the case, and that no door has been left’ open 
admitting of a legal discussion.

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REGULATIONS AND ARTICLES OF WAR 

HE Army has for a long time been practically 
without a Code of Regulations. The edition 
prepared before the war (1861, republished in 1863 
with an appendix containing changes to June 25, 
1863), has become almost obsolete, and furthermore 
was long since exhausted. An act was approved 
July 28, 1866, requiring the preparation of a new 
Code. This, however, was not done, and on the 15th 
ot July, 1870, the demand was renewed by another 
act of Congress. Under this a Board of Officers pre- 
pared a Code, which, however, was not adopted ; and 
on the ist of March, 1875, a further act was passed 
authorizing the President “to make and publish 
Regulations” for the Army. It is understood that a 
digest or compilation has been made under this act ; 
but on the 15th of August, 1876, a joint resolution 
was passed, requesting the President to postpone all 
action in connection with the publication of these 
regulations until the report of the commission on the 
reform and reorganization of the Army had been re- 
ceived and acted upon by Congress, The commis- 
sion has quite recently reported that it cannot, for 
want of time, perform the duty assigned to it, and 

thus the Army drags along without Regulations. 

As the Articles of War usually reach the troops 
only in the volume of Regulations, the Service is 
practically without the former as well as the latter. 
This is especially unfortunate from the fact that in 
the revision of the Statutes of the United States, ap- 
proved June 22, 1874, the Articles of War have 
received new numbers, and alterations have been 
made in some of them which change their meaning. 
It 1s evidence of the intelligence, fidelity and disci- 
pline in the Army, that the military service moves 
along in an orderly way uader these circumstances, 

Without going into the question of a general revi- 
sion of the Articles of War, amendments in a few of 
them are of immediste importance ; and these might 
be made in time for the new Regulations. Article 
24 says: ‘* All officers, of what condition soever, have 
power to part and quell all quarrels, frays and dis- 
orders, whether among persons belonging to his own 
or to another corps, regiment, troop, batiery or com- 
pany ; and to order officers into arrest, and non-com- 
missioned officers and soldiers intc confinement, who 
take pait in the same, until their proper superior 
officer is, acquainted therewith. And whosoever, 
being so ordered, refuses to obey such officer or non- 
commissioned officer, or draws a weapon upon him, 
shall be punisbed as a Court-martial may direct.” 

The words “such officer or non-commissioned 
officer” refer to the “ officers of what condition 
soever,” who are empowered, amongst other things, 
to order officers into arreat. So that a non-commis- 
sioned officer is an officer within the meaning of this 





article, and this notwithstanding that the Revised 
Statutes (Sec. 1342) say that the word “ officer,” as 
used in the Articles of War, shall be understood to 
designate commissioned officers. The old Article of 
War reads, “‘ and whosoever shall refuse to obey such 
officer (though of an inferior rank).” By the change 
of language the sense was also changed, for as the 
law now stands a non-commissioned officer may place 
a commissioned officer in arrest. 

Article 50. “No non-commissioned officer or gol- 
dier shall enlist himself in any other regiment, troop, 
or company without a regular discharge from the 
regiment, troop, or company in which he last served, 
on a penalty of being reputed a deserter, and suffer. 
ing uccordingly.” Following a literal interpretation, 
it has been the practice with us to treat the enlist- 
ment without discharge as an act of desertion— 
charging the soldier with desertion for unlawfully 
abardoning the Service, aud again with desertion 
for fraudulently re-entering it. It is certainly a very 
singular fiction of law which construes the entry into 
service as a quitting it animo manendi, but, indepen- 
dently of this, the history of the English article, 
whence ours is derived, shows that it had a very 
different intent. Doubts had arisen whether a sol- 
dier deserting one regiment and enlisting in ancther, 
and thus returning to the Service, was triable for 
desertion at all, and the object of the article was 
simply to remove these doubts; and to declare the 


| man so triable notwithstanding his subsequent re-entry 


into service—in other words, that his desertion was 
nat cured by a fresh enlistment. We try a man for 
enlistment without discharge, and, apparently, regard 
the second enlistment as void ; the English have not 
made the second enlistment an additional military 
ofterce, nor do they treat it as void; but voidable 
only at the option of the Government. Some of the 
embarrassing conclusions to which eur construction 
leads may be seen by considering this in connection 
with the 103d Article. 

Article 103. “ Nu person shall be liable to be tried 
and punished by a General Court-martial for any 
offence which appears to have been committed more 
than two years before the issuing of the order, for 


such trial, unless, by reason of having absented himself 


or of some other manifest impediment, he shall not 
have been amenable to justice within that period.” 

It has been held that * ocher manifest impediment” 
means impediment of the same kind with absence; 
but there is none such, for ubsence stands absolutely 
alone. The words “other manifest impediment” are 
by this interpretation deprived of all meaning. Con- 
cealment of guilt, not being of the nature of absence, 
is not, it is said, an impediment. Consequently, the 
deserter who has successfully hidden his offence 
under the cover of a second enlistment may plead 
the limitation, or rather—because he cannot even 
waive it—must necessarily escape the consequence of 
his guilt. The Army thus practically opens its arms 
for the protection of the deserter, for within their 
fold is his safest hiding place. Suppose a soldier 
should —we will say, on the day before the expiration 
of his term of :ervice—mutiny, assault his officer, and 
desert, and then for two years hide himself under an 
assumed name in a different corps, he might at the 
end of that time, as our rulings go, surrender himself 
as a deserter from the first regiment without incur- 
ring any consequences save of being returned to such 
regiment tu serve one day. Or, having thus deserted, 
he might remain absent for—say—twenty-three 
months, and then enlisting and serving the remaining 
month of the two years, he could still not be tried 
for his desertion, because he was amenable to justice 
within “that period.” Or, worse still, having de- 
sert-d from oue regiment, he might, with the deli- 
berate purpose of curing his des+rtion, enlist in, and 
desert from, another, and he would gain his object, 
for he could not be tried for either desertion—aot for 
the first, because the limitation would run, be having 
been amenable to justice during his second enlist- 
ment —not for the second, because the enlistment 
was void. 

There is, however, no geod reason why it should 
be treated as void. If we should follow the English 
example we would escape all these embarrassing 
results. 

Article 104. ‘No sentence of a Court-martial shall 
be carried into execution until the whole proceedings 
shall have been approved by the officer ordering the 
court, or by the$ officer commanding for the time 
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being.” By the 65th Article (O. 8.) no sentence of a 
Court-martial was to be carried into execution until 
after the whole proceedings had been laid before the 
officer ordering the same, such officer having power 
to confirm and execute all sentences, except those re- 
quiring the action of the President. It constantly 
happens that charges cover a number of offences, 
laid under different Articles of War, cach with its 
appropriate specifications, It has been no uncom- 
mon thing, also, for the reviewing authority to dis- 
approve some of the findings, and to approve others, 
as well as the sentence, if sustained by the approved 
findings. Under the old article this could very well 
be done, because all that the law then required was 
that the proceedings should be laid before him and 
the sentence confirmed. Now, however, it is neces- 
sary that he should approve the whole proceedings 
before the sentences can be executed. Suppose, for 
example, that a soldier is convicted under two 
charges--of absence without leave, under the 32d 
Article, and of leaving his post as a sentinel. The 
reviewing authority disapproves the findings to the 
first charge because the man was not absent from his 
“troop, battery, company, or detachment ;” but 
approves those to the second, He has not approved 
the whole proceedings, Can the sentence be carried 
into execution ? 

Article 115. The old article relative to Courts of 
Inquiry (No. 91) provided that “in cases where the 
general or commanding officer may order a Court of 
Inquiry,” etc. The construction placed upon this 
was that only such commanding officer had power 
to organize Courts of Inquiry as would have 
power to organize Courts-martial for the trial of 
charges based on the matter inquired into, so that, 
for example, none under a Department commauder 
could appoint a Court of Inquiry to examine into the 
conduct of a commissioned officer, or into any matter 
which might result in a trial by General Court-mar. 
tial, for none under him could appoint a General 
Court-martial. Now, however, the article reads: 
“‘A Court of Inquiry, to examine into the nature of 
any transaction of, or accusation or imputation 
against, any officer or soldier, may be ordered by the 
President, or by any commanding officer.” The only 
limit to “ any” commanding officer’s power under the 
present law is that there must previously have been 
a demand for such a court by the officer or soldier 
whose conduct is to be inquired of, 





PROMOTIONS IN THE NAVAL RETIRED LIST, 

Tue death, within less than two months, of six of 
our rear-admirals—all of them prominent and dis- 
tinguished in their profession—is a remarkable in- 
stance of fatality, and throws a gloom over the 
entire Service. A sad reduction has thus been made 
in the honored list of retired rear admirals whose 
names we read with pride as we look over the annual 
Navy Register, and commend the wise policy which 
recognizes long, faithful and distinguished services, 
by providing those who have given them, with an 
adequate support after the period of their activity 
has passed. It would be ungrateful in a Republic 
not to appreciate its servants, who have maintained 
its honor in all seas and upheld its flag against 
foreign and domestic foes, and who have devoted 
their lives to their country’s best interests. The 
naturaljand laudable ambition of a naval officer, 
alter he has spent his best days in the service of his 
country, and has reached the age of three score years 
and upwards, is, when he retires, to be able to hand 
down to his children an unsullied name and the 
highest naval title which, under law, his Government 
can bestow upon him. As the titles of Admiral and 
Vice-Admiral terminate with the lives of those who 
bear them, the title of Rear-Admiral is the proudest 
and the most gratifying one recognized and authorized 
in our Naval Service, and this maay never reach, 
although richly deserving it. Our list of commo- 
dores on the retired list—a rank and title honored 
and distinguished in the early history of our coun- 
try—bears the names of many whose records, both 
in length and character of service, may well be 
placed side by side with others on the list of retired 
rear-admirals. They have been placed there when 
within, perhaps, a few months of reaching the higher 
grade, by the stern mandates of Jaw fixing the limit 
for active service. Why should they not be pro- 
moted, even after retirement, when there is abund-

He is an old war horse, loaded down with honors and 
brevets, and has most honestly won his title to the 
cemmission which he holds as lieutenant-colonel. 
Tully McCrea brings back with him from the frontier 
that persistert visitor, the fever and ague, though he 
continues on the list of those vepertiog daily for duty. 
Franck Taylor has been on the sick list but is out 
again. Major Sanger returns to duty from his travels 
looking as iresh as a boy, and as full of information as 
a new cyclopedia. We hope he will be relieved from 
company duty long enough to make a report and give 
us the benefit of what he knows. He, as well as all 
the artillery officers here, have been kept busy drilling 
their men in infantry tactics. The appearance of the 
troo * parade gives evidence of much persistent 

work. 

Dr. Williams, the senior Medical Officer on duty at 
the Arsenal, is noted for bis skill with the knife (pro- 
fessionally) and his gallantry in the field. He is one 
of the very few surgeons in the Army who cen boast 
of a brevet earned at the sword’s point. While riding 
at the head of a column of cavalry in the Shenandoah 
Valley in 1864, the command to which he was at- 
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tached innocently walked into an infantry force lyin 
behind a stone wall, and received a very unexpecte 
and As unanimous” volley from the enemy. Every 
cava 
the ¢olumn was on the point of falling into confusion 
when Dr. Williams drew his swori, appealed to the 
men to ‘‘ remember their regiment ;” caused a sergeant 
to dismount a platoon; and had the woucded carried oft 
the ground under fire despite the protestations of one 
officer that he was too badly hurt. Thus was gained 
time for a dragoon officer to come forward, and under 
cover of the admirable arrangement already initiated 
by the cool and plucky Surgeon, the horsemen retired 
in perfect order to « convenient position. For this Dr. 
Williams received the brevet of captain. 

My ‘Visit to the Arsenal recalls the sombre re- 

collections of _ the trial of the Booth conspirators 
which was in progress when I last visited it, 
with General Hartranft, now Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, in command of the Arsenal, and Edwin 
Stanton—the inflexible—Secretary of War. 
There has been a story long current in Washington 
that Mr. Stanton was driven to suicide by avenging 
memories of what many regard as the judicial murder 
of Mrs. Surratt. Investigation satisfies me that this 
is one of those reports which gain currency only be- 
cause those who are best sole to contradict them do 
not think it worth their while to do so; and for one I 
have no question that, whatever we may believe as to 
Mr. Stanton’s later opinion as to his action in the 
Surratt case, suicide was not necessary to a man 
afflicted with the complication of bodily disorders 
which brought him to his end. The progress of his dis- 
ease was noted from day to day to the end, and the 
story of suicide has never had any better foundation 
that the suspicion aroused by the unwillingness of his 
family to make a fo ro exhibition of his remains, 
which disease had disfigured beyund the possibility 
of recognition. 
One who lingers here any length of time discovers 
that there is no place like Washington for rumors and 
fulse reports; except it be the Camp; if, indeed, the ex- 
ception is in order, for Washington is a sort of camp. 
There is a very considerable population here who live 
in their trunks, and meet nightly in the bar-rooms and 
the hotel rooms to hear and tell, like the Athenians of 
old, ‘‘some new thing.” Many of the reports which 
here originate, die of themselves; others are caught 
up by the newspaper correspondents and scattered over 
the country, each selecting according to the political 
predilections of his readers. No story which the gos- 
sips and liars set afloat is too absurd or improbable to 
be accepted; provided it serves the purpose of damag- 
ing an opponent. And lies which are passed aruund here 
with an air of good natured disbelief are caught up 
on the wires and sent circulating over the country to 
create public opinion, and pass into the record as part of 
the current history ot the time. Thus it has come about 
that every old woman whose eggs have been addled is 
led to believe that “this corrupt administration” is some- 
how responsible for the calamity. The Jeremiahs lift 
up their voices in lamentations over the degeneracy of 
the times, forgetting that it is now nearly three 
thousand years since the wise man said: ‘‘Say not thou, 
what is the cause that the former days were better than 
oe for thou dost not enquire wisely concerning 
this.” Cc. 








MANUFACTURE OF UNIFORMS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: In the last issue ef your valuable paper, refer- 
ring to G. O. Ne. 9, A. G. O., 1877, I find that the 
Superintendent of the Military Prison, at Fort Leaven- 
worth, has been directed to utilize the labor of the 
prisoners at that place in the manufacture of shoes for 
the Army. This isa step in the right direction, and 


in that one article alone. But I would propose an ad- 
ditiona: scheme, which I know will be not only pleas- 
ing to the enlisted men of the Army, but will insure a 
soidier looking thoroughly military when he once dons 
the ** blue.” 
Every officer and enlisted man knuws that when a 
**recruit” is first turned out (no matter how fine a 
— he has presented in citizen’s clothing), he looks 
hke a ‘“‘dummy” ornamenting the front of a second- 
bund clothes-dealer’s store ; and it is not until he goes 
through the company tailor’s hands, at an expense of 
four or five dollars to himself, that he makes even the 
ap nce of asoldier. Then, again, each company 
tailor has his own pewter style of cut for a uniform 
(frequently the = e mostly preferred by the company 
commander), and when companies of different regi- 
ments are thrown together, there can be found ‘“ peg- 
top,” “spring bottoms,” and other styles of panta- 
loons, while the coats on small men reach nearly to 
the knee, and those of large men barely cover the hips. 
All this can be obviated by ~~. the entire uniform 
made at the Military Prison. The following is a 
method which I propose: Let the Military Prison be 
supplied with a ‘* measure book” for each regiment in 
the Service; the moment a man joins his proper com- 
pany, let the company commancer have him properly 
measured by a tailor, according to the style designated 
for the cutter at the prison—a record of such measure 
to be placed in the company clothing book, and a copy 
of it sent to the prison, there to be placed in the regi- 
mental measure book, opposite a number given in the 
prison, which number will be furnished the company 
commander, and placed in the clothing book along 
with the measure and the name of the man. ‘Thus, a 
requisition could be made by company commanders, 
either direct to the quartermaster of the prison, or pass 
through the regular channels, for ‘* one uniform coat 
for No. 750,” ‘‘one pair trousers for No. 400,” ‘‘ one 
blouse for 625,” ete., etc 

Requisitions need only be made semi-annually, as 
the Government establishes the allowance, and no de- 
parture should be made from this except under extra- 
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ordinary circumstances, such as campaigning or extra. 
duty labor. Thus could be saved the cutting, slashing 
and mangling that the uniform goes through in the 
hands of the company nuisance—-a drunken tailor, 
I have known whole suits of clothes to be complete] 
ruined by this worthy (?) individual, causing the soj. 
dier to re-supply himself with a uniform. 

At the Military prisous in Leyden and Woeden, in 
Holland, the uniform for the Dutch army is manufac. 
tured. Prisoners employed in this labor are allowed 
an amount as extra pay, which amount the prisoners 
may reserve until their discharge, and thus have some. 
thing to take them to their homes--or they have 
tickets issued them, wbich they can deal out with the 
canteen (or sutler) of the prison, for such articles as to. 
bacco, etc. 

Encouraging in this manner {the labor in our own 
Military Prison, the men would be induced to work 
with cheerfulness, each one knowing that he had the 
means in his power to return to his home or bis people 
instead of being turned out upon the community a 
pauper. 

There is no reason why our Military Prison should 
not be self-supporting. The Penitentiaries in most, if 
not all, of the States, are made oo by hiring out the 
control of the prisoners and their labor to private indi- 
viduals. The States of <entucky and Arkansas both 
derive a revenue of from eight to ten thousand dollars 
per annum on the lease of their respective prisons— 
the terms of the contracts being that the lessee shall 
provide everything requisite for the prisoners, except 
the buildings and expenses of repairs or additions, thus 
relieving the State from any expense of maintenance, 
and placing a fund to its credit for other purposes.

GEN. TROCHU ON THE FRENCH STAFF. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: In discussing the character of our Army Staff and 
what is necessary to our Service, it is pertinent to note 
the defects of the French system so pointedly set forth 
by Gen. Trochu just previous to the disasters of ’70 and 
71 in his most prophetic warning, and see if certain 
similar weaknesses are recognizable in, and criticisms 
applicable to, our own system. Gen. Trochu, in his 
celebrated brochure, says: ‘‘The Intendance is com- 
of a great number of distinguished persons, who 
have been for the most part members of the Polytecb- 
nic and Military schools. It is a superior corps, and 
holds a position of high esteem and regard. I think, 
however, that [ have shown that the method of selec- 
tion ef members of this corps, bas not all the strictness 
desirable ; and, as concerns the great movements in 
time of war, which depends upon the Intendance, there 
is much to wish for. To fulfil its functions usefully, 
it has properly claimed that its pesition in the army 
should be a very elevated one. It has sought to gain 
for its officers grades from captains to major generals, 
with the honors and special privileges belenging to 
these grades, but by this arrangement the Intendance 
has to a certain degree deteriorated, and with it the 
whole administration, direction, execution and con- 
trol. Th2 administrative officers charged with the 
service, have become purely unmilitary agents—their 
entire duty being that of store keepers, distributors 
and accountants, and thus fail of proper experience in 
military affairs. They are absorbed in their routine, 
and when their duty is done, their whole energies are 
concentrated on gaining distinction, advancement, 
promotion, rank. These innovations that have so 
greatly changed the administration date back to a 
period even before Louis XIII.; and the few well in- 
formed, predicted accurately the damage that would 
result from such a course, particularly in time of war. 
The direction and administration of armies must de- 
nd upon commanders, because it is their duty to 
conduct the war, and tbey alone are responsible for 
success or failure. It is to be regretted, urd it is 
greatly against the public interests, that the adminis- 
tration has been allowed step by step to sink and de- 
viate from the public interest. These transactions 
should be placed in the hands of civil agents, interested 
in their execution, whe wil! furnish guarantees for 
their ability to properly perform their trusts. These 
agents should be real business men of true commercial 
experience and under the surveillance of the Intend- 
ance. Administrative contro] is a high and necessary 
mission, which the Intendance holds directly from the 
State, and which it fulfils with an absolute inde- 
pendence. It is in the efficient discharge of this mis- 
sion that they should have sought the distinction to 
which they have a right, but they have demanded 
military rank and prerogatives—prerogatives to which 
the law hag contested the right, and which experience 
has proyed calamitous.” H.

LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER CASSEL, U. S. N.

Sm: In your paper of the 24th inst., referring to 
your notice of Major Wasson, paymaster U. S. Army, 
being the only foreigner who has received the decora- 
tion of the 4th class of the order of merit from the

Lieutenant- 
Commander Cassel held a higher command in the ex- 
pedition than Major Wasson (having the rank of com- 
modore in the aagenens navy); he remained longer in 
Formosa than the latter, and was consequently ex- 
posed for a longer time to the effects of its deadly 
climate. The decoration referred to was promised by 
the Japanese government to Lic utenant-Commander 





Cassel before leaving Japan; and a few weeks after 
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his return to this conntry, while anxiously awaiting its 
arrival, the disease he had contracted (in earning what 
would have been but a small reward, considering his 
gervices and high position in the expedition), termi- 
nated fatally; whereby the country lost one of its most 
Jlant officers, and our Service one of its most devoted 
and most brilliant me2.

AMOS B. EATON. 
BRIGADIER GENERAL U, 8. ARMY. 


Bvt. Masor-GENERAL Amos B. Eaton (retired 
died suddenly at New Haven, Conn., on Wednesday 
evening, Feb. 21, of heart disease, while visiting his 
son, Professor Eaton of Yale College. He was one of 
the audience assembled atthe Yale Art Schouvl to listen 
toa lecture on “ Everyday sthetics,” and fell dead 
suddenly just before the lecturer appeared. General 
Eaton was born in New York, and at the time of his 
death was seventy-one years of age. He entered the 
Military Academy and was graduated No. 36 in a class 
of 41 0n July 1, 1826. He was made first lieutenant 
of the 2d Inf., and from that time to 1837 he served 
in Maine and the New York frontier, and was engaged 
in the Florida war. In 1838 he was appointed C. of 3., 
with the rank of captain. When the Mexican war 
broke out he was appointed chief of Gen. Taylor’s 
army, being engaged in the battle of Buena Vista. For 
gallant and meritorious conduct in this battle he was 
made brevet major. From the outbreak of the Rebel- 
lion until 1864 he was depot commissary and purchas- 
ing commissary for the armies in the field, in New 
York, and during this time was promoted successively 
to the ranks of major, lieutenant-colonel, colonel, and 
brigadier-general. On June 29, 1864, as commissary 
general, he took charge of the Subsistance Bureau at 
Washingtun, and on March 13, 1875, for ‘‘ faithful, 
meritorious, and distinguished services in the Subsis- 
tance Depart.,” he was brevetted major-general. On 
the Ist of May, 1874, Gen. Eaton was retired from ac- 
tive service. 

Gen. Eaton was for many years one of the Trustees 
of the Soldiers Home of tie District of Columbia. He 
was a warm hearted benevolent man and most con- 
scientious in the performance of duty. 

The funeral took place Feb. 26, at New Haven, 
Conn., from the home of his son, Professor Daniel C. 
Eaton. Ex-Governor Ingersoll, Richard Fellowes, F. 
J. Betts, Gen. W. H. Russell, Professor Trowbridge, 
of the Sheffield Scientific School, and Prof. Thacher, 
of Yale College, acted as pallbearers. 








GENERAL THE BARON VON STEINWEHBR. 


THE death of this officer, who distinguished himself 
during our late war, took place at Buffalo, N. Y., on 
Sunday, Feb. 25. He was found dead in his chair at 
the Tiflt House, and according to the Coroner’s inves- 
ligation it appears that the deceased had been engaged 
i writing ; he bad finished a letter to his daughter, 
which was addressed to Miss Hildegard Von Steinwehr, 
Villa Beau Lizour, Coblenz, Prussia, and had just 
Started one to his son, having directed the envelope as 
follows: ‘‘W. Von Steinwehr, Cincinnati, Onio.” 
Then, undoubtedly feeling oppressed by the close at- 
mosphere, he had risen and opened the window, and 
sat down again and died. There were no signs of any 
Struggle. iis thousht that the deceased experienced 
great difticulty in breathing just before his deatb, be- 
Cause his secktie wus untied and there had evidently 

an attempt to pull the collar apart. Aside from 
this he seemed to have had a very easy death, as he 


sat in the chair as though asleep. On the table at his 
side was the — he had been smoking, and the pen 
still in his hand, laid just in the act of completing a 
sentence. On the washstand he had prepared his 
sbaving materials for use, and his satchel and overcoat 
were thrown on the bed. In the open letters which 
lay before him, the deceased expressed many hopes, 
especially to the daughter who was studying art, of 
seeing his wife and children soon. In the note to his 
son, he informed him that he would be in New York 
soon. Gen. Steinwehr was an officerin the Federal 
Army during the war. Afterward he held a military 
professorship in Yale College ; but, in later years, he 
has resided in Cincinnati and New York, engaged in 
the composition of geographical works and maps. He 
also published a gazetteer of the United States. He 
was a man of great Jearning and fine mind. 


SOLDIERS’ MARRIAGES. 

Amonest the many subjects that perplex those upon 
whom the government and internal management of the 
army devolve, says the United Service Gazette, there are 
none that give more trouble and anxiety than the ques- 
tion of to what extent the privilege of getting married 
should be extended to men in the ranks. The first 
aspect of the question that arises is the effect which 
married life may have on the fitness of the soldier for 
his special and exceptional vocation. If our army 
were always to be employed on active service, storm- 
ing fortresses, fighting battles, or making perpetual 
matches, there can be no doubt but that marriage in 
the ranks would be a most incongruous institution. 
Men would hardly go into battle with more eagerness 
for the fight in consequence of having left a wife and 
perhaps children behind them in the camp, and many 
incidents of active service may be imagined in which 
the presence of the human impedimenta would be a 
very serious consideration. But in the first place, 
armies are happily not always engaged on active ser- 
vice; and in the second, when they ure, regulation cuts 
the Gordian knot by peremptorily ordering that women 
and children shall all be left at home. The larger por- 
tion of the soldier’s time is spent in peace-quarters, 
either in permanent camps or in town garrisons. 
During that time there can be no question as to the 
superiority of the married over the single life both for 
the individual and the service. The ties of domestic 
life are at once the best safeguards against vice and 
the must feliable security for good conduct. The 
single soldier might laugh at many of the fear of mili- 
tary punishment, because he knew that it would fall 
only on himself, whilst the married man would inevita- 
bly have his conduct influenced by the thoughts of 
those he had left at home, and who, although wholly 
ignorant and innocent of his fault, would be doomed 
to feel the worst consequences of its punishment. 

We argue thus on the presumption that the general 
extension of the privilege of marriage isa heavy cost 
to the country, and a great inconvenience to the mili- 
tary authorities, without any adequate return; but we 
very much doubt whether, all tunings considered, the 
cost of « married army would be much greater to the 
country than that of an unmarried one. If we want 
to strike a fair arithmetical comparison, we must open 
the books of the military hospitais, and ascertain what 
the single soldiers cost us whilst there, not only in 
maintenance and medical attendance, but in absence 
from duty. We shall find few or no married men 
there, and those men have aright to set that saving 
against the cost to the country of their wives ana 
children. Besides, the women ‘‘on the strength” eat 
no idle bread; they wash and mend for the officers and 
soldiers, thus earning their own living and the support 
of their children. All they yet from the country are 
quarters, light, and in a certain limited quantity, fuel; 
and the cost of these items is only a very little in excess 
of what the single soldier would consume. 

There is one knot in this question of marriage in the 
army which, in the interests of common humanity, 
ought to be cut or untied without delay. We allude 
to the marriages without leave, which result in so much 
misery and destitution to poor women and children. 
We believe that the number of women permitted to be 
‘fon the strength” is limited by the consideration of 
how many laundresses and menders are required by 
the regiment. Outside this are the unhappy families 
of the soldiers married without leave, and who are 
left without lodging, light, fuel, or medical attendance. 
There is a certain tacit toleration of such marriages, or 
else the women and children would not be permitted to 
follow and to attach themselves to the regiment, even 
at their own expense; and yet, under the very eyes of 
both officers and men, these poor pariahs of the army 
undergo an amount of suffering which, if it occurred 
amongst civilians, would yive rise to indignation mect- 
= all over tbe country. 

aving said thus all we had to say on one side of the 
question, we must now be permitted to add a few words 
more, and these shall be addressed to the soldiers them- 
selves. We would remind them that the first period 
of their service is only six years, beginning at eighteen 
and ending at twenty-four years of age; aud we do not 
see any reason why within that period they should not 
exercise the same prudence which during those years 
restrains civiliansfrom marrying. Thesensible civilian 
defers his marriage until he sees some prospect of his 
being able to support a wife and family, and it is hardly 
too much to ask the soldier not to think the assump- 
tion of family cares absolutely necessary previous to 
his attaining the mature age of twenty-four. At that 
age he has the option of either “‘ taking on” again, or 
of returning to civil life. In the former case, the per- 
mission to marry might be a powerful means of keep- 
ing seasoned and trained men in the army; in the 
latter, the question would cease to have any military 
interest.

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THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


MILITIA RETRENCHMENT. 


Ws are glad to see that the great State of New York is 

not yet prepared to deprive herself of an effective National 
Guard by starving the present force to death, or withhold- 
ing the very moderate appropriation asked for. Inarecent 
discussion on the subject, in the Aseembly at Albany, a mo- 
tion to cut down the estimate of $300,000 for the support of 
the National Guard was voted down by a decided majority. 
One twenty-fifth part only of the men of the Empire State 
who are available for military duty ‘‘are organized and 
uniformed.” That this is a very moderate proportion for 
such a purpose, and that it was below the standard of 
those who organized our system of National Defence, a few 
remarks will show. When, at the close of the American 
Revolution, it became necessary to decide upon the charac- 
ter and extent of our military establishment, President 
Washington commissioned the Secretary of War—Henry 
Knox—to submit a plan for the organization of the Militia. 
The President said: ‘‘ Conceiving the subject to be of the 
highest importance to the welfare of our country, I have 
directed him (Knox) to lay the plan before Congress.” 
Gen. Knox in transmitting the plan, said: “ It has been my 
anxious desire to devise a national system of defence ade- 
quate to the probable exigencies of the United States ; and 
at the same time to erect a standard of Republican magna- 
nimity independent of, and superior to, the powerful in- 
fluences of wealth. The convulsive events generated by the 
inordinate pursuit of riches or ambition, require that the 
Government should possess a strong corrective arm. The 
plan which was arranged by Secretary Knox Jan. 18, 1790, 
is among the documents recently compiled for the use of 
the Army Commission, and was expressed in striking 
language—some of which is prophetic, in the light of re- 
cent experience. From it we can only give an instance of 
two to illustrate our point : 

* An energetic National Militia is to be regarded as the 
capital security of a free republic. It is the introduction 
and diffusion of vice and corruption of manners into the 
mass of the people that renders a Standing Army necessary. 

. . « While the human character remains unchanged 
and societies and governments of considerable extent are 
formed, a principle ever ready to execute the laws and de- 
fend the State must constantly exist.” After saying that 
if it should be decided to reject a Standing Army for the 
military branch of the United States that a well constituted 
militia should then be established, he shows that (1st) either 
efficient instruction must be established for the military 
education of the youth, or (2d) that the Militia must be 
formed of substitutes. Gen. Knox continued: ‘If the United 
States possess the vigor of mind to establish the first in- 
stitution, it may reasonably be expected to produce the 
most unequivocal advantages. A glorious national spirit 
will be introduced, with its extensive train of political con- 
sequences. The youth will imbibe a love of their country, 
reverence and obedience to its laws, courage and elevation 
of mind, openness and liberality of character, accompanied 
by a just spirit of honor ; in additicn to which their bodies 
will acquire a robustness greatly conducive to their per- 
sonal happiness, as well as the defence of their country, 
which habit, with its silent but efficacious operations, will 
durably cement the system.” . . . ‘A republic con- 
structed on tho principles herein stated would be unin- 
jared by wants sufficient to overturn a government 
supported solely by the uncertain power of a Standing 
Army.” And now we come to the very subject which has 
been under consideration at Albany, and has engaged the 
attention of legislators elsewhere. Quoting again from the 
statement which was approved by Washington and the 
best men of that day, we are told that “‘ ‘he expense allending 
an energetic establishment of militia may be strongly urged 
as ap objection to the institution . . . the estimate of the 
expense will show its unimportance when compared with 
the magnitude and beneficial effects of the institution.” The 
following shows the general principles upon which it was 
intended to form the system of national defence : 


First. That it is the indispensable duty of every natien to 
establish all necessary institutions for its own perfection and 


defence. 

Second. That it is a capital security to a free State for the 
great body of the people to possess a competent knowledge of 
em phat pag by of the proper age and ability of body 
is firmly bound by the social compact to perform persunally his 
vroportion of military duty for the defence of the State. 

The system finally adopted was one which comprised a 
small Standing Army and a large militia force, the latter to 
be arranged and administered on the foregoing principles. 
Instead of the enrolled strength of the State, the personal 
service of every able-bodied man, for a certain period at 
least, was expected, and this system, which in New York for 
instance, would require many times the present outlay, was 
in the early and frugal days of the Republic looked upon as 
the most economical and judicious arrangement practicable. 
The theory was that the nearer the Militia system is brought 
to perfection the less need will there be for a Standing 
Army ; but that an efficient force of one kind or the other is 
absolutely necessary to the existence of republican institu- 


tions. 





NEW YORE. 


Seventa Reorment.—Col. Clark has ordered the several 
companies of this ye to assemble in fatigue uniform 
(white belts) for drill in the school of the battalion as fol- 
lows : Cos. C and K, Wednesday, March 7; A and H, Fri- 
day, March 9; E and F, Tuesday, March 13; B and I, 
Th , March 15; and D and G, Monday, March 19. 
Assembly at 8 o’clock P.M. Private George T. Strong hay- 


ing been expelled by Co. B, the action of said company is 
confirmed. 

On Friday evening, Feb. 23, Cos. A and H of this regi- 

ment were paraded at the armory for battalion drill. For 
the first time since his promotion, Lieut.-Col. Fitzgerald 
commanded a battalion (small though it was), of his regi- 
ment. The command paraded io A 37 1-2 files, H 40 files, 
which were equalized into four smaller divisions for instruc- 
tion. Three sides of the large drill room were lined by 
triple rows of the relatives, sweethearts and friends‘of the 
regiment, who preserved a most profound decorum and 
solemn silence, broken occasionally by bursts of applause, 
when any movement was particularly well executed. The 
battalion was exercised in marching in line, in open and 
close column, by fours, wheelings, successive formations to 
the right, left or front, changing front while marching, ete., 
and frequently in the mauual. The drill was in many 
respects the most satisfactory battalion drill of the season. 
We noticed a few points that can be improved upon. The 
commands of the instructor were given in a rich, strong, 
and distinct tone, but at first there was too long a pause 
between the “ preparatory” command and that of “ execu- 
tion.” As the drill wore on, this was corrected, and sub- 
sequently there was a marked precision and correct pause 
in the delivery of commands. In the advance in line the 
color guide took a -~ which was considered by more than 
one expert, to be at least thirty inches. In the march in 
column of divisions, the wheeling of the second and third 
divisions was poor, owing to the tendency of the centre to 
——s the marching-flank. We noticed a want of uniform- 
ity in the bearing of the men—a majority swing the arm 
too much—some carry the arm as if strapped by the side; 
both are extremes which should be avoided, and can only be 
corrected when in the “school of the soldier” and at com- 
pany drills. : 
The officers of some of the best regiments in the country 
have a fashion of carrying the sword resting in the bend 
of the elbow, where it gracefully reclines, yielding 
to the motion of the arm, which generally swings accord- 
ing to the habit of the individual. This is pretty, and per- 
baps the most natural way, but it is not according to the 
tactics, of which the officer is supposed to be a thorough ex- 
ponent and an illustration in his own person. The “‘ manual 
of arms” was remarkably well performed, and the first 
“* fix” and “ unfix bayonets” was done by the two companies 
“as one man.” The step was uniform, alignments 
generally good, and distances excellent. Drilling in 
presence of one’s aunts and cousins is apt to cause forget- 
fulness and contusion among troops at times, but we con- 
sider the steadiness in ranks and fixed attention of the men 
ot Cos. A and H on the evening iu question, fit to serve as 
a model for other organizations. The armory would be 
much pleasanter and more habitable without the dust and 
smoke which usually accompany battalion drills there. 


Eicutu Recmment.—This regiment will assemble at the 
State Arsenal for drill by wing as follows : Cos. E, A, D, C, 
and I on Monday, March 19; H, G, F and B on Tuesday, 
March 27. The regular monthly meeting of the board of 
officers will be held on Monday, March 12, at 8 p. m. 

The 8th regiment, ‘‘ Washington Greys,” ceiebrated the 
22d of February by a fine reception and ball at their spacious 
armory in Twenty-third street, assisted by the veteran 
corps of the same regiment, and a large and brilliant 
assemblage of guests. The 8th gives but one grand ball 
during the year, and the day selected for the purpose is 
appropriately the avniversary of the birth of the hero from 
whom the regiment takes its name. On this occasion, 
therefore, the 8th summons all its concentrated energies, 
and produces invariably a ball worthy of the regiment and 
of the day it celebrates. On Thursday evening the invited 
guests, who began to arrive at the armory about 9, were 
surprised and delighted by the beauty of the decorations in 
the various company rooms and corridors, and especially 
were they impressed by the scenic display in the great hall 
of the regiment, which was reached by a broad staircase 
draped in tri-colers and blooming with fragrant cut flowers. 
The immense dancing floor was polished as a mirror, and 
reflected the light of a thousand gas jets from the chan- 
deliers in the groined ceiling uverhead. On the walls were 
shields, banners, arms and bunting tastefuliy arranged, and 
here and there a large vase of flowers ient its delicate 
beauty to the scene. The rooms began to fill up shortly 
after 9, and by 10 o’clock the ball had fairly begun, and 
hundreds of gracetul dancers were whirling to vhe soft 
nreasures of the waltz. The scene was rendered varied and 
picturesque by the presence of a large number of invited 
guests from other regiments in uniform. Supper was 
served during the evening in the large refectory adjoining 
the company rooms. The music was unexceptionable, and 
in brief the ball was admirably planned and managed in 
all respects. 


TweLFTH Reciment.—Cos. E, G, H and I, forming the 
left wing ot this regiment, assembled at their armory on 
Tuesday evening, Feb. 20, for battalion drill and instruc- 
tion. ‘The following is the reported strength of each com- 
pany present: E, one officer and cighteen files; G, two 
officers and sixteen files ; H, one officer and thirteen tiles ; 
I, two officers and twenty and one-half files. The battalion 
was ably commanded by Maj. Wilson assisted by the Adjut., 
Capt. Murphy. Lieut.-Col. Cruger was present aua in- 
spected the drill. Maj. Cowperthwait and Capt. Astor, of 
Gen. Ward’s staff, were preseut officially, it being the cus- 
tom of this brigade to have two staff officers inspect all the 
drills and make a written report of same. For purposes of 
instruction, several lieuteuants were commanding compa- 
nies, although their captains were present. This is well 
enough at company drills and decidedly beneficial to sub- 
alteru officers at any time, as they may be unexpectedly 
called to command in a grade higher than their own. But 
we question whether asarule captains do not need ail 
the opportunity that battalion drills afford them for their 
own improvement and the benefit of their companies. If 
battalion drilis in the National Guard were more frequent 
during the season the main objection to the substitution 
of juniors would be removed. Tue commands were given 
prumptly, apd apparently with confidence. It makes a 
reat difference with the execution of an order by troons, 
if ‘the commands are given with clearness and precision. 
Each company had sixteen files front. The drill on the 
whole was not as good as two weeks previous. It was not 
uniform ; some things were very good, some very bad. As 
the drill progressed and the men seemed to warm up, thefe 
was a marked improvement. There is one very important 
thing commanding officers should attend to—we have 
spoken of it before—attention and steadiness in ranks. It 
is not anfficient fur a regiment to appear in uniform and 
execute the movements ;@ great deal depends on the man- 
ner in which these movements are executed. The men 
don’t realize that when they enter the armory in uniform 
and take their muskets to drill they are then solidiers~ not 
men, not boys; for the time being, no “rights” except as 
soldiers—no friends in the audience, and no right to turn 
their heads to look at anybody in passirg. After the word 
** attention ” the mind should be given up to the orders of 
the instructor, and entire indifference to aught else should 
be the practice. We seldom ever hear any cautionary in- 
struction on any of these primary points, and troops never 








will excel until these errorsare corrected. The step at thig 
drill was good ; general alignment in marching ; Varioug 
formations good ; manual only fair, the trouble being ag 
before stated, each motion not sufficiently distinct and 
clearly defined, so that each man takes exact time for 
the execution of each motion. A number of the men want 
setting up in the “ school of the soldier ;” they have been 
advanced too rapidly. Let the rests be more frequent, and 
require an absolute and strict conformity to regulations at 
other times. On the 9th of March this regiment will haye 
a full dress battalion drill and dress parade. 

Adjutant Wm. H. Murphy has just received from the 
Governor a brevet commission of captain. This was done 
upon the application of Gen. Wm. G. Ward, commanding 
1st Brigade. Adjt. Murphy joined the 12th regiment ag 
private in Co, A, Avril 19, 1861, and served with the com. 
mand during its first campaiga in Virginia the same year, 
He was with the same company again in 1862; when it 
marched to the seat of war ; this company was detained 
on duty at Fort McHenry, Baltimore, and while here he 
was appointed first sergeaut, but gave up his warrant on 
returning to New York, and was immediately again made 
sergeant. During the riots of 1863, his regiment being on 
duty in New York, he was detailed as acting sergeant-major 
and was appointed to this oftice by Gen. Ward, who wag 
then colonel of the regiment ; the appointment dating Oct, 
3, 1863. He filled this position urtil May 20, 1867, at which 
time Col. John Ward appointed him regimental! adjutant, 
which office he still occupies, having declined all offers of 
promotion in the line of his own regiment and in the “ field” 
of others of the same division. During the sixteen years 
of his service Vapt. Murphy has been absent from drill or 
arades only twice, and then in consequence of sickness, 
e is a prompt and efficient officer, and deserves his pro- 
motion. 


The regiment, except band, will parade in full dress uniform, 
white gloves, at the State Arsenal, on Friday evening, March 9, 
at8o’clock. The command will be reviewed by Brig.-Gen. Ward 
commanding 1st Brigade; and the set of guidous, Ist Brigade 
ptize, won by the regimental team during the late fall meeting 
of the Nationa! Rifle Association at Creedmoor, will be awarded. 
The ** marksman’s badges” will also be presented. The colonel 
has again the pleasure of congratulating the regiment on its 
success in rifle practice, the 12th leading the infantry organiza- 
rions of the State this year, and receiving the following special 
mention in G. O. 2, c. s., General Headquarters, S. N. Y.: 
“Special attention is called to the fact that the 12th regiment 
of infantry is the first infantry organization in the State who 
possess a larger number of first-class than third class shots, and 
its ccmmanding officer is congratulated upon the skill it has 
displayed.” 

Col. Wingate, the General Inspector of Rifle Practice, S. N. 
Y., in complimenting the regiment says: “‘ They owe their sue- 
cess to the interest taken by their officers in rifle practice, and 
the thoroughness in which the men have been instructed in their 
armories during the drill season.” 

Four hundred and forty-five officers, non-commissioned officers 
and privates practised at Creedmoor during 1876, of whom 151 
have qualified as first-class marksmen, 89 are in the second class, 
and 88 remain in the third ciass. Sixty-one officers and men 
have qualified as ‘**marksmen,” and are entitled to wear the 
badge presented by the State; while the remarkable record of 
merit achieved by the regiment for the full practice is 62.72 per 
cent., the highest in the State. Members of the regiment who 
have won the “ marksman’s badge.”’ The first ten names are: 
Private Vanhueen, Adjut. Murphy, Sergt. Kunze, Sergt. Dolan, 
Capt. Van Rensselaer, Sergt. Drudge, Sergt. Schilling, Priv. Jar- 
ret, Second Lieut. Cruger, Capt. Burns. The following mem- 
bers of the team of 1876 arc hereby appointed regimental mark- 
ers, and will be the bearers of the prize guidous for the year:

THIRT“ENTH Reaiment.—This command assembled at their 


armory on Wednesday evening, Feb. 28, for battalion drill. 
There wae great delay in forming the line. There were present 
ten companies of eight, files each, commanded by Col. Briggs. 


Lieut.-Col. Beadle, Major Syme and Adjt. McKee were also pre- 
sent. As soon as the line was formed it was broken up by the 
adjutant in consequence of the color company not having taken 
the right position. The colonel immediately upon receiving the 


battalion ordered the colors and guides on the line, and gave the 
command “ battalion on centre dress."’ This line was not per- 
ect. After several attempts the battalion was properly aligned, 
but by this time the officers and men were completely mixed up, 
and this mixed condition of affairs continued during the entire 
drill, which lasted just two hours. Instead of putting the 


battalion on the march so that the men might regain confidence 
in themselves and steady down, the most difficult movements 
were attempted, and the most signal failure was inevitably the 
result. At no time was the battalion in motion for more than 


forty paces—the step would have been good had it been con- 
tinued for one full minute. The officers seemed as muci at 
fault us the me”; distances were very irregular; manual faulty; 


men and officers did not stand at attention when halted, bat 
moved their heads and bodies about—in some instances 
speaking or nodding to spectators; general bearing was entirely 
unmilitary. The men were not rested from the beginning to 
the end of the drills. Now a two hours’ drag of this kind is not 
conducive to improvement in any respect. The men become 
physically and mentally weary and indifferent. This we believe 
was the first battalion drill of the season; and having one of the 
largest and best drill rooms to be found any where, we shall hope 
for better things next time. The regiment will drill in battalion 
movements March I2and 27. At the close of the drill the bat- 
talion was formed in hollow square, and the colonel addressed 
the regiment regarding the band, the contract being to give the 
leader (Denerell) a benefit concert, and he hoped this matter 
would be attended to soon, and in a manner which would reflect 
credit upon the regiment; and he put the question to the men, 
that all those who were willing to enter into the spirit of the er- 
terprise and work for its success should ** support arms.’’ The en- 
tire regiment supported arms, and by so doing signified their 
desire to support the colonel and tbe promenade concert. There 
were a large number present as spectators, among whom were 
Lieut.-Col. Richards, A. A. G. 5th Brigade; Col. Geo. B. Sauires, 
G. A. R., and several officers and men of the 14th regiment. _ 

The colonel remarked to the regiment just before dismissing 
it, that he noticed a good many men of the regiment present in 
citizen’s dress, and he trusted they would be reported absent, 
“for no man of this regiment has any business to be here in citl- 
zen’s dress when he should be in the ranks in uniform.”’ This sen- 
timent the battalion applauded. There were preseut reported 
for duty three field, nineteen line officers, and 215 men; aggre- 
gate, 237.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


COLONEL VALENTINE BAKER has been authorized to 
organize and command a military police force of 60,000 
men at Constantinople. 

Gen. TCHERNAYEFF publishes a denial of Lord 
Derhy’s statement relative to the number of Russians 
in the Servian army. He says it never exceeded 3,000. 

A Fast torpedo steamer is being constructed at 
Poplar for the Russian government, and is intended 
for use in the Black Sea. It is 85 feet in }ength, and 
has a guaranteed speed of twénty miles an hour. 

Tue Pall Mali Gazette hears that ‘‘ Prince Frederick 
William, the eldest son of the Crown Prince of Ger- 
many, is, before commencing his studies at the Univer- 
sity of Bonn, to do duty for some time with the 1st 
regiment of the Prussian Guards. His brother, Prince 
np is to go shortly to the Marine Academy at 

iel.” 

A Lioyps despatch, Feb. 23, from Constantinople, 
says: ‘‘ The Russian Consulate here warns shipping 
that torpedoes are being placed on the Black Sea coast 
between Sookgoom-Kalé and Fort Saint Nicholas. 
Guard-ships are stationed at Poti and Sookgoom-Kalé 
roadsteads to indicate the course. Balaklava must not 
be entered before communicating.” 

THE change in the outward appearance of the Aus- 
trian troops, initiated as a measure of economy in 1867 
after the war, will become complete on April 1 next. 
After that day no more white tunics will be allowed 
in the Line, the only garment tolerated being the regu- 
lation tunic of blue cloth. 

Ir is. stated, says the United Service Gazette,. 
that an effort will be made during the present session to 
induce the Government to raise a regiment of cavalry 
and one of infantry, in which the privates shall con- 
sist solely of gentlemen of good birth. Such an ex- 
periment is sure to be attended with success. 

Tue Vienna Presse, Feb. 24, reports that the Russians 
have already finished seven pontoon bridges on the 
Pruth, each broad enough to allow eight men to march 
abreast. A despatch from Vienna says 8,000 laborers 
are employed daily on the fortifications of Widden. 
The Grand Vizier has sent an autograph letter to Prince 
Milan expressing a firm hope that the relations of Servia 
and Turkey will be amicable. 

A sPECIAL despatch from Berlin says the Porte has 
just received several hundred thousand Martini-Henry 
rifles and 400,000,000 cartridges from America. A 
special from Widdin states that Osman Pasha’s troops, 
quartered between Widden and Saitschar, consist of 
63 battalions of infantry, two regiments of cavalry, and 
78 field pieces. Widdin alone has « garrison of 28,000. 
There are 30 battalions of Asiatics and the severity of 
the climate and the overcrowding at Widdin, have 
caused much sickness among the men. It is said that 
the rate of mortality is high. It is believed that the 
Tarks:will occupy Kalafat opposite Widdin in the event 
of war. They have already collected sufficient mate- 
rial for the construction of poctoon bridges. 


Tue Scientific Committees of the Russian and Prus- 
sian artillery have of late devoted all their energies to 
the full development of the powers of the shrapnel 
shell. The Italian artillery have given the same sub- 
ject much attention, and, in fact, all the Continental 
authorities on the subject of gunnery have recognized 
the superiority of this projectile over all others. In the 
Russian artillery ‘“‘ charokhs,” a species of ‘‘ common 
shell,” have recently been withdrawn from the service, 
a proportion of shrapnel of an improved and powerful 
construction taking their place. The Boxer pattern 
shrapnel in use by the Royal artillery has proved itself 
a very effective missile; but it is to be hoped that our 
unners will not rest contented until some modification 
urther increases its efficacy. 

Naval and Military Gazette says: The case of those 
officers who have purchased, and who, by remaining 
on in the service, run the risk not only of being killed, 
but of depriving their families of the money sunk in 
their commissions, is thus pleaded by an Indian con- 
temporary: They are brought face to face with this 
state of things. Their former investments are recog- 
nised by the purchase commissioners as having 4 cer- 
tain value which they can realise if they like; but if 
they are killed in action, this money is forfeited to the 
State. As we have heard it - by a cavalry colonel, 
the case stands this way: ‘‘ If my regiment charges an 
enemy, I ride forward, twelve paces in acivance, with 
twelve thousand pounds of my children’s money on 
the point of my sword. Tf I am killed, they lose that 
money irretrievably.” The situation is profoundly 
serious for many officers. Shall they disregard the 
interests of their children, or shall they take the 
intensely painful step of quitting the service and 
claiming their money on the eve of a war. The 
refusal of the authorities at home to grant officers the 
privilege of bequeathing their claims on the purchase 
commission, is one which we can only explain on the 
assumption that the essentiai point of the case bas been 
misunderstood. No fresh obligations would be under- 
taken by government if that concession were made. 


Tue Plumstead Common case has been disposed of 
by the Master of the Rolls. The plaintiffs claimed an 
injunction restraining Her Majesty’s artillery from 
drilling or exercising on the common, and also restrain- 
ing the Secretary of War and all officers and servants 
undef him, and all other officers, from accepting orders 
from Her Majesty under the Secretary for War's ad- 
vice. By a petition of right the suppliants prayed that 
damages might be awarded to the commoners for the 
injury done to them by the destruction of the herbage 
and pasture of the common by the artillery. The 
Master of the Rolls said that the statement of claim in 
this action was as singular a one as ever came before a 
court of justice. The plaintiffs, in fact, asked for an 
injunction against the Queen, and it was quite clear 





hat they could not sue the Queen at all, nor could 


they sue the Secretary of State for War as a corpora. 
tion sole, except in certain cases provided by statute. 
As regarded the petition of right, the Queen, who wag 
the most necessary party. had been omitted, and the 
Secretary of State for War had been made a defendant 
and by it an attempt was made to sue the Crown for 
damages for a wrongful act, which could not be done, 
His lordship decided against the plaintiff, with costg 
and refused to give them leave to amend. : 

THE St. Petersburg correspondent of the Nationa] 
Zeitung says that the question as to who is to succeed 
the Grand Duke Nicholas in the chief command of 
the Russian army was brought before a council of 
ministers a few days ago—the Czar presiding in per. 
son. Field-Marshal Bariatynski has declined on the 
ground of his advanced age, and Gen. von Todleben 
cannot be spared from bis present department. The 
correspondent believes the choice to be at present 
between Grand Duke Alexander Alexandrovitch, 
Ataman of all the Cossacks, and commandant of the 
military district of St. Petersburg, and Grand Duke 
Michael, the younger brother of Grand Deke Nicholas, 
and at present Governor of the Caucasus. In any case 
the new commander-in-chief will have the’ assistance 
of a staft of eminent and experienced officers, consist. 
ing of Generals Count T. Heyden, von Gueldenstubbe, 
and Xryshanovski. The last named is general of 
artillery. 

Ir is in contemplation, says Naval and Mi.itary 
Gazette, to issue range-finders to the batteries of horse 
and field artillery serving at home. An equal num. 
ber of Capt. Nolan’s range-finders and Capt. Watkin’s 
hydro-clinometers (range-finders) will probably be 
handed over to the batteries selected, and after a fair 
trial, extending over one or two years, the command- 
ing officers will be called upon to report on the respec- 
tive instruments which have been in their charge, 
Capt. Nolan’s range-finder has been subjected to varied 
and continued tests, and although disciples of the 
ultra-practical school are loud in their denunciations 
of the complications of the system, there is no doubt 
that any man of ordinary intelligence, properly 
taught, can make the required calculations. Capt, 
Watkin’s hydro-clinometer, if successful in all other 
respects, claims the great advantage of indicating the 
range itself, all personal error being thus excluded. As 
to accuracy, there is nothing to choose between the 
rival instruments. On the first introduction—or rather 
trial—of the Nolan range-finders, they were constructed 
so as to be pleced on the breeches of the guns employed. 
On the recommendation of the Okehampton com- 
mittee, as a reeult of the Dartmoor experiments of 
1875, the instruments will be carried by mounted men, 
who, if necessary, will place them on tripods on dis- 
mounting. This will enable the commander of a 
battery to send on two or three men in advance to any 
spot which he may select us a position for guns, so 
that by the time his battery reaches the scene of action, 
the range at which it will open fire is known, anda 
saving of valuable time is effected. 


ACCORDING to an English contemporary, the report 
of the Inspector of Army Signalling, Capt. F. A. Le 
Mesurier, E., on the regiments and corps compos- 
ing the Aldershot Division having been submitted to 
the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, his Royal 
Highness has directed the suggestions as follows, con- 
tained therein for the improved practice of signalling 
to be carried out as far as possible: ‘‘ In some regi- 
ments attention appears io have been paid more to the 
number of men to be instructed than to their indivi- 
dual efficiency ; afew men efficiently instructed are 
far more serviceable than a larger number partially 
trained. A want of accuracy in reading messages is 
apparent in most regiments. The standard rate of 
speed for reading messages is fixed at five words 4 
minute; below this rate men cannot be called efficient. 
When signalmen of regiments have become efficient as 
above, those of each brigade should practice together 
once a week, under one of the regimental instructors; 
in the cavalry brigade there should be twelve men, 
and in each infantry brigade, six men from each regi- 
ment. These should, as far as possible, be the same 
individual men, and the best signallers of the regiment; 
they should also have one day a week for regimental 
practice. During the course of instruction the men 
should be taken off all duties, and the weekly practice 
should take the place of some other parade or drill.” 


GENERAL Nicholas Anne Theodule Changarnier 
died in Paris Feb. 15. He was born in Autun, France, 
April 26, 1793, and was in the eighty-fourth year of his 
age at the time of his death. He was educated at the 
military school of St. Cyr, and served in the campaign 
of 1823 in Spain, as a lieutenant. After the revolation 
of 1830 he went to Africa and distinguished himself. 
He was made brigadier-general in 1840, and general of 
division in 1845. In 1847 he was put in command of 
the district of Algiers. When Cavaignac became 
Minister of War, Changarnier was appointed successor 
as Governor-General of Algeria. Toe, he returned 
to Paris, and was invested with the command of the 
National Guards, and when Louis Napoleon became 
President, he was appointed commander of the regular 
troops, known as the army of Paris. For some time 
he was friendly to Napoleon, but finally opposed him, 
and lost his command on Jan. 9, 1851. At the time of 
the coup @’ etat he was so outspoken in his opposition 
that he was arrested on Dec. 2, 1851, and detained at 
Mazas for about a month, and then was banished aod 
took up his residence at Mechlin, Belgium. In 1859 
he availed himself of the general amnesty,and returped 
to France. On the breaking out of the Franco-Germal 
war he offered his services, but they were declined by 
Marshal Lebeuf, the Minister of War. Napoleon, 
however, invited him to come to Metz, where he 
remained with Bazaine, who employed him in will 
tory negotiations with Prince Frederick Charles, whi 
resulted in the capitulation of the French army.
